3rd row. — K.14 [B— K.16], P.l, K.3, wl. fwd.. slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., K.5, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3, P.l, K.4 

[B — K.6], (P.l, K.l) three times, K.l. 

5th row. — K.14 [B — -K.16]. P.l, K.l, inc. once in next 
st., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o.. wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.3, 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.2 tog., inc. once in next st., K.l, 
P.l, K.4 [B — K.6], (P.l, K.l) three times, K.l. 

7th row. — K.14 [B — K.16], P.l, K.l, inc. once in next 
st., K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, inc. once in next 
st., K.l, P.l, K.4 [B — K.6], (P.l, K.l) three times, K.l.

2nd row. — Work to end of row. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT.— Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
42 [B — 46] stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row three times. 

5th row. — K.2, P.l, K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., P.l, K.l, 
work in rib to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row thirteen times, making a buttonhole as before 
in 1 2th row. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) twice, P.l, K.4 [B — K.6], 
P.l, K.2, wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.7, K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd., K.2, P.l, K.14 [B— K.16]. 

Keeping continuity of patt. work to correspond with Left 
Front, working border and shapings at opposite ends of 
needle and making a buttonhole as before in every follow- 
ing 12 th row from previous buttonhole six times.

THE BACK. — Using Nc, 12 Needles, cast on 74 
[B — 82] stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep, 1st row seventeen times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twenty-five times. 

Cast off 3 [B — 5] st;. at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec 
once at each end of needle in every row until 76 [B — 60] 
sts. remain.

on a stitch holder.

Colour, work 2 rows in patt. without shaping. 

Next row. — Using Main Colour, * k. 2 tog., P.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2.

TO MAKE UP. — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. With Main Colour and using a flat 
seam, sew up raglan sleeve seams. With Contrasting 
Colour, work 1 row of d.c. all round outer edge of 
jacket, and sleeves. Thread ribbon through holes of 
patt. at neck and round cuffs in contrasting stripes.

TENSION is the number of stitches in width to mea- 
sure one inch. On this depends the success of the 
finished article. Before commencing work, always 
check your tension by knitting a small sample (cast on 
the number of stitches to knit a sample two inches in 
width) and work approximately two inches — one row 
knit, one row purl. Cast off; press lightly on the wrong 
side. If you have fewer stitches to the inch than the 



tension given, then try a size finer needle. If you have 
more stitches to the inch than the tension given, then 
try a size coarser needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension in Stocking Stitch 
you will knit to the correct tension for any stitch in 
this book. If you alter the needles to obtain the cor- 
rect tension in Stocking Stitch, corresponding altera- 
tions must be made to the needles throughout.

7th row. — Using L., knit plain.

9th row. — * K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 

10th row. — Rep. 6th row. Break off L. 

11th row. — Using M., knit plain. 

— 12th row. — Rep. 4th row. Break off M. 

13th row. — Using D., knit plain. 

14th row. — Rep. 6th row. Break off D. 

15th row. — Using M., knit plain. 

16th row. — Rep. 4th row. 

17th row. — Rep. 9th row. 

Rep. 16th and 17th rows once, then 16th row once. 
_ Cast off loosely in rib. 



THE RIGHT LEG BAND.— Using a flat seam, sew up

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in 3rd and every following 6th row until 
there are 58 EB — 66] sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until work measures 6 [B — 8] 
ins. from commencement. 

Cast off 2 sts. at beg. of every row until 30 sts. remain. 
Work 1 row without shaping. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 



r TO MAKE UP. — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
I — iron, press lightly.

THE COLLAR. — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 80 
[B — 92] stitches. 

** 1st row. — K.l, inc. once in next st., * K.l, P.l, rep. 
from ^ to last 2 sts., inc. once in next st., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
3rd row. — K.l, inc. once in next st., * P.l, K.l, rep. 
from ^ to last 2 sts., inc. once in next st. purlways, K.l. 
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4th row. — * K.l, P.1, rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2. ** 
Rep. from ** to ** three times, then 1st and 2nd rows 
once. Cast off in rib.

1st row. — K.2, P.l, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row eighteen times. 

20th row. — Rib 4 [B — rib 2], 4 inc. once in next st., 
rib 3 [B — rib 4], rep. from * to last 4 [B — 2] sts., 
inc. once in next st., rib 3 [B — K.l]. (49 ]B — 53] sts.). 
Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd and alt. rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.21 [B — K.23], wl. fwd., K.2 tog. t.b.l., 
K.3, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.21 [B— K.23], 

5th row. — K.22 [B — K.24], wl. fwd., K.2 tog. t.b.l., 
K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.22 [B— K.24], 

7th row. — K.23 [B — K.25], wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.23 [B — K.25]. 

8th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 12th row, until 
there are 57 [B — 61] sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until work measures 6 [B — 7] 
ins. (or length desired) from commencement. 

Cast off 2 [B — 2] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. 
once at each end of needle in next and every ,alt. row 
until 41 [B — 43] sts. remain, then in every row until 
15 [B— 17] sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP. — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam, sew up side, 
shoulder and sleeve seams. 

Sew in sleeves placing seam 
to seam. Sew front band in 
position and join together 
at back of neck. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes. Embroider lazy 
daisy on fronts and sleeves 
as illustrated. Finally, press 
all seams. 
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
